Local Hobbyist Is Skilled 
Fly Tier, Unique Fisherman

PORTERVILLE — The deft 
fingers moved swiftly in a 
circular motion around the 
small, silver vise holding a tiny 
steel-blue fish hook in its jaws. 
The thread spun from the spool, 
wrapping around the shank of 
the hook and securing bits of fur 
and bright feathers to the shaft. 

After the required material 
had been applied to the hook to 
disguise it completely, a few 
tricky knots and a dab of glue 
and Darwin Atkin of 354 North 
York, straightened up from his 
old, roll-top desk with the bright 
light overhead and held up a 
small, winged creation. 

It was beautiful! And well it 
might be because it was made of 
some very rare types of fur and 


feathers and by one of the best 
fly-tiers in the business. 

Atkin has been tying fishing 
flies for about 18 years. In that 
time he has become very adept 
at the fly tying art. In fact so 
adept at it, that he teaches 
special classes locally and gives

Urban Areas To 
Be Eyed For Ag 
Pests, Diseases 


VISALIA — The Tulare 
county agricultural 
commissioner’s office will soon 
be re-activating its annual urban 
grid detection program to 
attempt to locate the presence 
of agricultural pests before their 
populations have spread beyond 
one square mile area of one-half 
square mile in the case of plant 
diseases. 

The pest “detectives” carry 
proper credentials identifying 
the two-man teams as part of the 
statewide program and _ all 
residents are urged to cooperate 
with them. 

Each team is equipped with a 
hand lens, a pocket knife, 
pruners and containers and may 
also carry binoculars for spotting 
escaped plant-destroying birds 
such as the monk parakeet. 

Clyde Churchill, country 
agricultural commissioner, said 
the teams will be visiting urban 
areas during the warm months in 
their efforts to protect the 
county’s vital agricultural 
industry from problem pests or 
diseases that might stem from 
urban gardens or yards.

Prune Growers 
Vote Extension 
Of Market Order 


SACRAMENTO — State 
Director of Food and 
Agriculture L.T. Wallace recently 
announced that producers of 
dried prunes have voted in favor 
of continuing the state 
marketing order for California 
dried prunes, as amended, until 
1981. 


More than 80 per cent of the 
producers voting favored 
continuation of the program. 


The marketing order provides 
for advertising and sales 
promotion of California prunes, 
and production, processing, and 
marketing research. These 
activities are financed entirely 
through industry assessments. 


California ranks first in the 
nation in the production of 
prunes, accounting for about 99 
per cent of all U.S. dried prune 
production. Prune plums are 
grown extensively throughout 
central and northern California.

And money is what brought 
him into the avocation in the 
first place. 

Atkin is a native of the local 
area. He attended local schools 
and has a degree from Cal Poly 
at Pomona in citrus fruit 
production. He works for’ the 
University of California 
Riverside campus, in citrus 
research and production. 

As a native he became 
interested in trout fishing while 
a teenager. But it wasn’t until 
1957 and ’58 when he was 
working for the U.S. Forest 
Service in the high Sierra back 
country and doing quite a bit of 
fishing in his spare time that he 
got involved in fly tying. 

“Trout flies then were about 
$4.80 a dozen and I used them 
up awfully fast,” he explained. 
“T finally decided that it would 
be cheaper to make them 
myself, - so that’s how I got 
started.” 


He commented that the same » 


flies now are twice that much 
and fly tying is a good hobby to 
have if you like fishing. 

Atkin said his first efforts 
followed the hatch of local flies 
and bugs along trout streams of 
the area. “They were pretty 
crude,” he said, “But they got 
better as I practiced.” 

He then branched out from 
the standard flies like Royal 
Coachman, Gray Hackle, Black 
Gnat and others and began 
getting fancier. It was then that 
he began collecting the gorgeous 
rare feathers and furs to make 
the fancier flies. Now he has

expensive items from which to 
make his special flies. 

Economics and neatness also 
led him to invent a special bag 
that fits under his vise which 
collects trimmings and saves 
them for re-use and from 
becoming a nuisance when 
previously his trimmings fell on 
the floor or on his clothing and 
blew or were tracked all over the 
house. . 

He has two sizes of the 
special collecting bags, which he 
calls “Waste-Trols,”’ that are

is only one fish in each picture. 


There isn’t a group shot in the 
bunch. 

Atkin said,“I have some old 
friends among the fish in that 
stream, Vve caught some of 
them several times.” 


That sounds odd for a trout 
fisherman to say, but when you 


really get to know Atkin, you — 
understand. He is a unique trout 


fisherman. 


He explains, “The fly tying 


isn’t all of it! There’ 's the aoe 


trip to try them out, the stalk of 
the pool to keep from scaring 
the fish away, the cast, the 
‘strike, then the catch, and 
finally - the return to the stream 
for a repeat at some other time.” 


Atkin never keeps one of his 
fish he catches which are mostly 
big Brown trout. He simply 
takes a color picture of them 
posed in some grass or flowers 
near the pool in which they live, 
and then puts them back. 


The big, mustachioed man 
explains further, “It’s the 
challenge of the whole thing - 
from tying the fly through the 
great fishing trip, that counts, 
and my pictures allow me to 
relive the trip over and over.” 

“I really don’t care that much 
for trout to eat,” he concluded.
